P) a polyamide-forming monomer selected from the group consisting of 
a lactam; a co-aminocarboxylic acid; an equimolar combination of a 
diamine and a dicarboxylic acid; and a mixture thereof, 

b) from 0. 1 to 70 parts by volume of an olefin polymer containing a 
functional group, 

c) from 69.9 to 0 parts by volume of an unfunctionalized polyolefln, 
wherein the sum of the parts by volume of a), b) and c) is 100. 


The specification and Claims 19 and 21 have been amended to correct minor 
typographical errors and to recite proper language. The amendments are further supported by 
the German priority application, 100 65 177.1, riled December 23, 2000. 

No new matter is believed to have been added by entry of this amendment. Entry and 
favorable reconsideration are respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of this amendment Claims 1-21 will now be active in this application. 

Applicants submit that the present application is now in condition for examination on 
the merits and early notice of such action is earnestly solicited.
